That J. A. Couch, councilman- 
elect from the fifth ward: Louie P. 
Marquardt, former president of the 
Georgia Federation of Labor; Hardy 


O, Teat, organizer for the Street 
Car Men’s union, and William Pol- 
lard, all leaders in the street car 
strike of 1916, were open advocates 
of violence in the conduct of the 
strike, was the charge made by wit- 
nesses testifying before Special Ex- 
@miner Chariton Ogburn, represent- 
ing the war labor board, .who is 
hearing the differences between the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany and its street car employees, 
when the taking of testimony was 
resumed on Friday morning. 

James L. Key and John L. Me- 
Clelland are representing the union 
men, and Attorney Colquitt is look- 
ing after the interests of the com- 
pany. 

The witnesses who made the 
charges against Couch and three 
other leaders in the 1916 strike were 
James Blalock and William A. 
Weems. Both of. these men are 
among the thirty-one employees of 
the company who have signed the 
protest against the reinstatement of 
certain of the 1916 strikers and were 
called to the stand for cross-exam- 
ination. 


Continued on Pay Rolls, 


Both of these men testified that 
while they had belonged to the un- 
fon and had gone on the strike in 
1916, they continued on the pay roll 
of the company and reported on the 
union activities to the company. 

The witnesses stated that they 
lost sympathy for the union when 
methods of violence was instigated 
by the-leaders. 

Blalock stated that he was forced 
to leave his car on the night the 
strike was called by threats of viv- 
lence. 

Weems testified he had heard 
Councilman-elect Couch, with two 
‘other strikers, threaten to blow up 
the home of an employee named 
Hames, and that Hames had moved 
to another section of the town to 
avoid danger. 

Weems said-he heard Marquardt 
Bay at a union meeting that the 
strike could not be won by “Sunday 
school” methods, and that Pollard 
and Teat numerous occasions ar- 
gued to the strikers that methods 
of violence as used in other strikes 
should be tried in Atlanta. 

Several other witnesses, who are 
protésting against the reinstatement 
of the strikers, were placed on the 
stand, but their cross-examination 
brought out nothing new. They 
merely reiterated what they had 
sworn to in their affivadits, whicu 
had been placed in the record, 

When They Wore Buttons. 

One of these witnesses said tht 
he had been told by a man—he did 
not know his name, but his number 
was 107—that when union men wore 
their buttons they would make :t 
80 hot for him that he Would not 
have friends enough in Atlanta to 
Shake hands witl:. 

R. F. Newman and T. A. Redd, two 
of the 1916 strikers, who are on 
the alleged blacklist of the compu- 
ny, were placed in the stand. They 
testified they had been discharged 
for their union activities, but had 
not applied for reinstatement prior 
to the intervention of the war labor 
board, and that they would not ac- 
cept employment under the present 
condition. 

When the hearing began 
federal court room at 10 o'clock 
Friday morning, the attorney for 
the company made a motion for ad- 
journment on account of the «ab- 
sence of President Arkwright, who 
was on the stand when the hearing 
was adjourned in October. This mo- 
tion was denied. 

The hearing will be continued on 
Saturday morning at 10 o’clock.

YIELD OR BE CRUSHED

rested tonight with an extraordi- 


nary conference at German great 
headquarters. Marshal Toch has 
given until 11 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing, Paris time, for the answer. 

At the conference the kaiser is 
reported to be, perhaps, appearing 
for the last time as supreme war 
lord, and, according to German wire- 
less reports, defying the civilians 
who are seeking through submis- 
Sion to the inevitable to save some- 
thing out of the wreck of an empire. 
A courier was due some time during 
the night with the text of the 
American and allied armistice terms, 
handed to the German envoys be- 
hind the allied lines this morning 
by Marshal Foch. He carried the 
word, sent ahead by wireless, that 
the allied commander-in-chief had 
refused a provisional cessation of 
hostilities and demanded an answer 
within seventy-two hours, 

The American government was 
advised from Paris late today of the 
reception of the Germans by Marshal 
Foch at 10:15 o’clock in the morning 
and its results. Secretary Lansing 
immediately made the news public 
at the state department. Later un- 
official information of the move- 
ments of the German courier and 
knowledge of the difficult roads 
over which he must travel for 100 
miles after leaving the allied lines, 
led to the conclusion that he could 
not get back with a reply before 
tomorrow even if not Kept waiting 
for a decision. : 

End Must Come Quickly. 

In the meantime the result ig 
awaited here with entire confidence 
and calm. American and allied mili- 
tary men say the end must come 
quickly one way or the other; that 
if the Germans are unable to agree 
among themselves and accept the 
allied terms the problem will be set- 
tled for them with no great delay. 
Some believe that acceptance is 
assured and will be hastened now 
that a. final effort to quibble with 
hostilities stopped is ended, on the 
theory that even the kaiser himself 
must realize that unless peace is 
made quickly there will be no gOvV- 
ernment in Germany to make it. 


An interesting question was raised 
by the statement in the report to 
the American govenment on which 
Secretary Lansing based his state- 
ment that the German envoys came 
With full powers. Since the dele- 
Bates did not use the full powers, 
either to sign or reject the terms, 


und instead referred them to grand, 


headquarters, it was regarded here 
as certain they came with the hope 
of accomplishing something more 
than the signature of an armistice. 
[It was believed their purpose was 
to inject matters which can be con- 
sidered only at the peace confer- 
ence, 

It has been made very clear, how- 
ever, and emphasized today in offi- 
cial dispatches from France, that 
Marshal Foch's powers were limited 
strictly to the drastic military pro- 
Sram prescribed by the supreme war 
council at Versailles. 

Armistice and the peace consid- 
erations are two distiuct questions, 
and while Marshal Foch duly 
qualified to negotiate the armistice, 
the peace negotiations are concerns 
of the allied governments. 

Wilson to Announce Hesult. 

Revival in New York and else- 
where today‘of the premature peace 
detmnonstrations started yesterday by 
the flash report of the signing of 
the armistice led President Wilson 
to direct Secretary Lansing to an- 
nounce that as soon as any decision 
in regard to the armistice was 
reached it would be made public 
immediately by the government, and 
that any statement that news re- 
garding this event was being with- 
held was utterly false. 

Mr. Lansing’s statement follows: 

“Iam requested and authorized by 
the’ president to state that no infor- 
mation reaching this government 
eoncerning the armistice negotia- 
tions in France has been withheld: 
that any statement to the contrary 
is utterly false and that as soon as 
a definite decision in regard to the 
armistice has been reached it will 
immediately be made public by the 
government.” 


72 HOURS GIVEN

The white flag bearers reached 
the left wing of General Debeney’s 
army at 10 o'clock last night. They 
arrived at the place indicated by 
the allied supreme commander with- 
in the French lines about 2 o'clock 
this morning and passed the remain- 
der ofthe night there. 

Marshal Foch will have with him 
during the armistice conferences an 
American as well as a British rep- 
resentative. 

Cessation of Arms Refused. 


An official note issued this after- 
noon says: 

“The German delegates arrived 
this morning at Marshal Foch’s 
headquarters. They made a formal 
demand for an armistice. The text 
of the conditions of the allies was 
read and delivered to them. They 
asked a cessation of arms. 
refused them. The enemy has 
hours to answer.” 

It was later announced that the 
German demand for a cessation of 
hostilities was for an immediate 
suspension. 

The seventy-two hours within 
which the German reply must pe 
received will end at 11 o’clock Mon- 
day morning. 

The powers conferred upon Mar- 
shal Foch are strictly confined to 
the conclusion of an armistice, ac- 
cording to The Echo de Paris. The 
amendments to the terms in 
hands by the inter-allied council are 
closely limited, the newspaper savs. 

Stress is laid by The Temps on 
the presence of Emperor William at 
Spa, where the terms of the armi- 
stice are being examined by the 
Germans. 

The journey of the German cou- 
rier to Spa and return will require 
far more time than the distances in- 
dicate, because of the difficulties of 
the roads' under present conditions. 
Therefore, the receipt of the German 
reply is likely to be delayed a num- 
ber of hours beyond the time possi- 
ble under normal conditions. 

Arrival of Germans. 

Describing the arrival of the Ger- 
man envoys at the French lines, The 
Intransigeant says the automobiles 
carried white flags and were pre- 
ceded by a trumpeter. Some French 
soldiers under an officer approached

SKIP-STOP PLAN 


Final decision of the state rail- 
road commission on the request ot 
Preston S. Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, for authority to continue 
the skip-stop system for the rest of 
this. month, at least, will not be 
reached by the commission for sev- 
eral days, C. Murphey Candler, 
chairman of the commission, an- 
nounced Friday. 

Mr. Arkwright personally appear- 
ed before the commission and asked 
that the system be given a fair trial 
as a fuel conservation measure. 
When the system was put into oper- 
ation it was done at the order of 
the fuel administration to save coal. 
Since the watersheds in north Geor- 
gia have recently been flooded, Mr. 
Arkwright admitted to the commis- 
sion that at present there is enough 
water to supply the ordinary demand 
for power, but asked for a further 
continuation of the plan. The local 
fuel administrator informed the 
commission that the system was no 
longer necessary from the fuel con- 
servation standpoint. 

The commission ordered the Geor- 
gai Railway and Power company to 
resume the curtailed street car serv- 
ice within five days from November 
8. The service was reduced on ail 
lines in an effort to conserve fuel. 
Now that it is no longer necessary, 
the commission has ordered the 
schedule that was used previous to 
the curtailment of the service to be 
resumed.

Socialists Demand Abdication. 

Basel ‘Switzerland, November 8.— 
The abdication of Emperor Willlam 
and the renunciation of the throne 
by Crown Prince Frederick William 
before noon today were demanded in 
an ultimatum sent by the managing 
committee of the German socialist 
party at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon to Prince Maximilian of Baden, 
the imperial chancellor, according to 
The Correspondence Socialiste, the 
offieial organ of the socialist party 
of Germany. 

The managing committee of the 
socialist party considered the en- 
tire political situation and its de- 
eisions were embodied in the ulti- 
matum which Philipp Scheidemann, 
socialist member of the German 
cabinet without portfolio, sent to 
Chancellor Maximilian. These de- 
cisions were: 

First—The right of public assem- 
bly. . 

Second—The military and police 
must be ordered to exercise great 
reserve. 

Third—The immediate 
mation of the Prussian government 
‘n conformity with the views of the 
majority in the reichstag. 

Fourth—Greater socialist 
ence in the reichstag. 

Fifth— The abdication 
peror William and the renunciation 
of the throne by the crown prince. 

The imperial chancellor was asked 
to reply before noon today, accept- 
ing the conditions. Otherwise the 
socialists declared they would with- 
draw from the government. 

The foregoing information was 
contained in a dispatch filed in Ber- 
lin today. 


BAVARIA REPUBLIC 
FORMED BY PEOPLE; 
DYNASTY DEPOSED 


Basel, November 8.—During the 
sitting at the diet palace today a 
decree was passed deposing the Wit- 
itelsbach dynasty, according toa dis- 
patch received here tonight from 
Munich, Bavaria. 

A republic has been proclaimed in 
Bavaria at the conclusion of a great 
popular meeting yesterday, Says: a 
telegram from Munich under today's 
date. 

A Munich dispatch gives addi- 
tional details of the meeting at 
which the republic was proclaimed. 
Several thousand persons were pres- 
ent, having come by invitation of 
the socialist party. After fiery 
speeches by numerous orators the 
crowd adopted a resolution demand- 
ing the abdication of the kaiser, re- 
nunciation of right to succession by 
the crown prince; the introduction 
of a democratic regime in Germa- 
ny, acceptance of an armistice, no

Copenhagen, November 8.—Prince 
Henry, of Prussia, brother of Empe- 
ror William, left Kiel on Wednes- 
day in an automobile flying a red 
flag, The Schleswig Valke Zeitung 
states. He was pursued by marines, 
who fired a dozen shots at him, the 
newspaper adds. 

Prince Henry has arrived at 
Flensburg, in Schleswig, after his 
escape from Kiel. His chauffeur 
was wounded by the marines, who 
fired upon the prince, 


Prince Henry of Prussia is the 
commander-in-chief in the German 
navy and the only brother of the 
German emperor. In 1902 Prince 
Henry visited the United States, 
spending one month here. In March, 
1914, Prince Henry visited several 
South American countries. 


FLYING RED FLAGS, 
REBELS CONTROL 
KAISER’S FLEET 


London, November 8.—The great- 
er part of the German navy, with 
red flags hoisted, has left the har- 
bor of Kiel in possession of muti- 
nous sailors, according to a Copen- 
hagen dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph company. Copenhagen 
also reports the revolutionary fiag 
has been hoisted at Warnesmunde, 
at which place railroad communica- 
tion has been interrupted. 

There are no guards on the Ger- 
man-Danish frontier, it is reported, 
and many prisoners crossed intvu 
Denmark last night. Dispatches say 
no irains have arrived at Copenha- 
gen from Hamburg today.
